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Senate addresses faculty 


development. and service learning

After extensive debate, the Faculty 
Senate passed a resolution reorganizing 
faculty development. 

In the faculty senate meeting held 
last Wednesday, Vice Chancellor Deborah 
Smith-Howell presented a report from 
the task force on: faculty development, 
which would reorganize a broken faculty 
development system. 

Two years ago, more than $150,000 
was permanently taken out of the 
Center for Faculty Development and 
only recently has the director of CFD 
retired. The new model for the CFD is 
more decentralized, with Smith-Howell 
overseeing and coordinating faculty 
development, along with her other duties 
as vice chancellor. 

“I think that faculty development is 
not optional at this university. I think it 
is central to who we are,” Senator Frank 
Bramlett said. Bramlett was one of the 
senators in opposition of the resolution. 

Senator Doug Paterson said that 
because the development of the faculty 
is such a high priority, the resolution and 


reorganization should be more clear-cut. 

“The proposal does strike me as 
trying to do something on the cheap,” 
Patterson said. “This strikes me as a 
solution that promises to be so diffuse in 
focus and leadership.” 

Smith-Howell presented her report 
and attempted to address those concerns. 

“This is a commitment by the deans 
and the faculty involved to make the 
most of what we have,” said Smith- 
Howell. “It’s not a backing away of 
faculty development.” 

The motion passed 16 to 8. 

Later in the meeting, there was some 
concern raised as to the future of the 
Service Learning Academy. The two 
interim directors for the SLA will finish 
their service terms in May, and there has 
yet to be a search for new directors. The 
faculty senate recognized the two interim 
directors, Nora Bacon and Paul Sather, for 
their exceptionally hard work. Both Bacon 
and Sather work as faculty members, 
and often juggle between service learning 
activities and then teaching their own 
classes. 

Sather described the momentum 
that service vice learning has obt has obtained and 


provided humble figures about the 
amount of service learning courses 
currently available. 

“To not sustain that with real force, 
there will be consequences,” Sather said 
of the alarming reality that there does not 
seem to be future SLA directors and that 
support by the university is minimal. 

Inthe previous faculty senate meeting, 
Senator Tej Adidam expressed concerns 
over the computer science program and 
its handling of international students. 
Senator Peter Wolcott investigated the 
matter and addressed four separate 
problems that Adidam had explained. 

After addressing the problems, 
including difficulty in communication 
and misunderstanding of the application 
deadlines, Wolcott felt that while there 
could be room for improvement, 
Adidam’s remarks were unwarranted. 

Adidam commended Wolcott for 
addressing all of the complaints, but is 
still dissatisfied. 

“I have no reason to besmirch their 
reputation,” Adidam said, but explained 
that he hopes reforms to the application 
deadlines and communication will be 
addressed in the future.

“No more lies! Don’t privatize!” 

A mass of some 350 people roared as 
it stood on the corner of 10 and Capitol 
Streets. All through the crowds were 
signs proclaiming a variety of messages 
from “Don’t Mess with My Future” and 
“Hands off my Social Security” to “We 
shouldn’t have to go over the Rainbow 
for Gay Rights” and “No drilling for 
oil.” 

Last Friday, thousands went to the 
Qwest Center to see President George 
W. Bush speak on his proposed reforms 
to social security. While Bush’s plan was 
the general showcase for many people, 
what wasn’t seen were the hundreds of 
people, representing a variety of unions, 
affiliations and communities outside 
protesting the president. 

There was a huge variety of people 
representing an equally wide variety 
of agendas. The main focus was the 
proposed changes to social security. Many 
of the people held up signs discouraging 
Bush’s plan, and several speakers 
commented on the negative effects the 


plan could have 
in the long run. 


One speaker was 
Donna McGrath 
of the Nebraska 
Alliance for 
Retired People. 

In her speech, 
McGrath _ stated 
that social security, 
which has been in 
existence in the 
United States since 
1935, should not 
be tampered with 
in the fashion that 
Bush is proposing. 
Shecommentedon 
Bush’s statements 
about social security being in crisis and 
responded with, “We do have a crisis. 
Bush is the crisis.” 

Other people had similar comments 
to make. Patrick Pannett was present at 
the rally and introduced the speakers. 

“It's just another plan to shirk 
responsibility to citizens they're [the Bush 
administration] supposed to represent,” 
Pannett said.

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Information Technology 
Services continues to 
upgrade campus server

UNO Information Technology Services 
is in the final stages of migrating campus 
Web sites to a new server named Avalon. 
While average users will not be immediately 
affected by the change, it marks a huge - 
improvement in campus Web site hosting 
services. 

The old server, named CID, was taken 
down on Feb. 1, and the UNO domain 
unomaha.edu was reassigned to point to 
the Avalon server. 

A number of reasons contributed to 
ITS’s decision to upgrade the campus Web 
server, 

Steven Lendt, director of information 


| technology infrastructure, said that CID 


had less power than the average desktop 
PC on campus, yet it was responsible most 
of the university’s Web sites. 

The old server was about seven 
years old, according to Lendt. It had 128 
megabytes of main memory, 16 gigabytes 
of storage space, and ran a 266 megahertz 
processor, which is a dinosaur by most 
modern computer specifications. By 
contrast, the new Avalon server has 4 


| gigabytes of main memory (30 times CID’s 


memory), 219 gigabytes of storage space 
| and dual 2.8 gigahertz processors. 

Not only that, the new server is more 
reliable than CID. Avalon is actually two 
servers that are mirror images of one 
another in case one fails. Additionally, 
each one contains a hard drive, RAID, an 
array of redundant copies in case of drive 
failure. 

Besides the much-needed hardware 
upgrade, ITS had also noticed that the 
server was cluttered with old, outdated 
Web pages. 

“This was a cleanup process,” Lendt 
said, 

ITS posted a notice on its Web site 
reminding organizations that have files 
on the old server that their files will not 
automatically be transferred to Avalon. 
According to Lendt, as of Feb. 8 more than 
90 percent of the links on campus Web sites 
have been fixed and most of the pages that 
will be migrated are already on Avalon. 

There have also been a few significant 
changes for organizations that maintain 
Web sites on Avalon. One such change is that 
URLs (addresses) will no longer require a 
tilde (~) in order to work on the new server. 
For example, the mathematics department's 
URL will become www.unomaha.edu/ 
wwwmath rather than “/~wwwmath”. 
For backwards compatibility, the tilde will 
still work, it is just no longer necessary. 

Another change is that organizations

Sexual Responsibility Week 
promotes STD awareness

With Valentine’s Day on Monday, Sexual 
Responsibility Week begins. 

The week-long event is hosted by UNO 
Student Health Services and will focus on 


| diagnosing and treating sexually transmitted 
: diseases. 


Douglas County had more than twice the 


' amount of Chlamydia and gonorrhea cases as 


the U.S, average in 2002, an alarming rate for 
health professionals in the area. Marcia Adler, 


: UNO Student Health Services Coordinator, 


attributes two things to the higher STD rate in 
Douglas County, 

“Number one, I think we've finally been 
able to get people's awareness to the fact that 
STDs are a possibility,” she said. “The second 
thing is, I think technologically we've gotten 
the tests casier and more user-friendly so 
people don’t have to be frightened during the 
process.” 

Basically, more people are getting tested 
so more Cases are popping up. 

According to a fact sheet from Student 
HealthServices, ifa person hashad Chlamydia 


or gonorthea, his chances of getting HIV are. 


three to five times more likely. If a person 
has been infected with herpes or syphilis, his 
chances of getting HIV are nine times higher. 
STDs also increase infertility from 11 percent 
at the first repeat of an STD and up to 54 
percent at the third repeat of an STD. 

Just the side effects themselves could be 
enough to encourage college and high school- 
aged students to protect themselves. 


Chlamydia shows up in men and 
women seven to 28 days after intercourse. It 
causes abnormal discharge and pain during 
intercourse or urination. Infants bom to 
infected women could suffer infections and 
pneumonia. 

Gonorrhea shows up anywhere from 
two to 21 days after intercourse and causes 
similar symptoms to Chlamydia. Infected 
infants could experience eye infections and 
blindness. 

Signs of syphilis can include sores, rashes, 
fever and could damage internal organs and 
cause death. Pregnant women with syphilis 
have an increased risk of still birth and infected 
infants could die. 

Prevention of STDs is casy. Condoms 
are the easiest and cheapest way to protect 
sexually active partners. Student Health 
Services sell condoms in their office for 25 
cents, They are free at the Women’s Resource 
Center, where each day they put out a punch 
bowl of condoms until they run out. Condoms 
are also available at University Village. 

Testing is also easy to receive. There are 
numerous places in Douglas County to get 
tested, including the Student Health Services 
at UNO, Creighton Women’s Community 
Center and all Planned Parenthood locations 
in Omaha and Council Bluffs. Testing is 
confidential and pricing is based on a sliding 
scale at most places. UNO’s SHS office offers 
free testing. 

For a Chlamydia and gonorthea test, the 
patient just has to provide a urine sample. 
HIV testing requires a swab of inside the 
patient’s mouth or a finger prick for blood. It

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Vision and sight are not the same: 
UNO student refuses to let negativity rule

It’s almost 1 am. when Ray Kershner 
offers me a beer. His smile is constant and he 
seems to be holding my gaze vigilantly. But 
he’s not. Kershner can’t hold my gaze nor 
can he see the beer he’s offered me. For that 
matter, he can’t see anything. He's blind. 

“I’ve been blind for five years. I have 
an eye disease called retinitis pigmentosa. 
It’s a slow deterioration of the retina,” the 
sophomore said, “(They found it) when I was 
in fifth grade at an eye check up. They saw 
the spots in the back of my eyes when they 
dilated them.” 

The disease, often referred to as RP causes 
a degeneration of the retina, the “reflecting 
wall” at the back of the eyeball and the place 
where the optic nerve connects the eye to 
the nervous system. According to the Web 
site for Lighthouse International, a non-profit 
advocacy group for the visually impaired 
based in New York, the disease is congenital. 
It begins with a narrowing of the field of 
vision, eventually eliminating peripheral 
vision. In many cases, like Kershner’s, it 
destroys all vision. According to Kershner it 
can be treated with high doses of vitamin A, 
but that comes with risks to the kidneys so he 
decided against it. 

According to Kershner, all he can see 
now is light and dark. 

Despite the loss of one of his senses, 


! Kershner has a bright outlook for a guy who 
_ uses a coffin asa coffee table, His laugh is small 
i and a little squeaky for a man, but sincere. It 
, fills his living room as he sits with his long, 


thin legs crossed underneath him. He pushes 
his long, thick blond hair back as | ask him 


questions that everyone has wondered about. 


Task about the sunglasses, why he always 
wears black and if he was scared or sad when 
he found out what was going to happen to 
him. | ask about how he does his shopping 
and how he gets around. I’m dumbfounded 
when | discover that he lives alone far from 
his hometown and family. 

The full-time student works as a licensed 
massage therapist and has lived in a quiet 
Millard neighborhood, full of curvy roads 
and large fields for three years. With small 
doses of help from friends and instructors, he 
studies and lives independently ina two-level 
townhouse. Kershner uses the Metro Area 
Transit buses to get around and has become a 
regular at the neighborhood grocery store. 

“VW walk in and they'll say, ‘Hi, Ray. 
What do you need today?’ Some of the girls 
(who work at the store) will take my list and 
some will take a cart and walk with me.” 

For homework, it goes the same for 
Kershner as it does for most students. 

“LE have a computer just like everyone 
else's. Thave a Dell. Ehave a program on the 
computer called JAWS,” he said. 

JAWS, Job Access With Speech, from the 
British company Sight and Sound Technology, 
reads the on-screen text aloud and follows 
key prompts. The JAWS program is available 
on several of the computers on campus, That 
clears the path for writing papers, checking E- 
mail, eBay and Intemet research. Taking tests

takes about 20 minutes to receive the results of 
a finger poke test. 

Free HIV testing is also available through 
the Nebraska AIDS Project. 

Chlamydia, gonorrhea and syphilis are 
treatable with antibiotics, but genital warts 
and herpes are viral infections and are not 
treatable with antibiotics. EIPY (genital warts) 
and herpes can be transmitted, even when 
condoms are used, through viral shedding.

“I take my tests verbally. | havea proctor. ] 
go into a small room. They read the questions 
to me, and I give them an answer. If it’s right, 
they don’t hit me,” he said, showing, his 
trademark sense of macabre humor. 

There 
are cameras in the room. Tape recorders and 
stuff like that so there’s proof that no one 
helped me,” he said. 

Kershner says that he’s lucky to have 
great friends who treat him like he’s just 
another one of the guys. And, he is. Growing, . 
up in Hastings, Kershner played sports as a 
kid and has been in bands. 

“Tt didn’t really effect me in childhood at 
all. (My parents) supported me in everything 
I wanted to do. I played baseball. I played 
football until seventh grace. Until it got harder 
to see the ball and to see who had the ball. 
That’s when I quit.” 

He said that, despite stereotypes, his 
peers were supportive and understanding as 
well. “In phys ed, when I'd miss the ball, not 
to stereotype, but even the jocks wouldn't get 
mad.” 

Kershner is in two bands right now. 
He plays drums in a band that he describes 
as “Jewel, Sheryl Crow type stuff,” and ina 
metal band in the vein of Cradle of Filth, his 
favorite group. He likes beer and girls. He gets 
a little quiet when he talks about girls. 

“Not to sound perverted or nothing like 
that, but, personally, I've always thought that 
the most beautiful creation God ever made 
was a woman. I really miss seeing them. 
That’s probably one of the things that bugs 
me the most. Hanging out with my friends 
and not being able to see things when they 
see them. 

“This one time that really sticks out in 
my mind, we went to Pizza Hut after band 
practice. The next thing I know they're all like 
‘Oh my God, Look it. Look it. Look over there. 
She just walked in.’ Theyre all just totally 
drooling over this girl that came in, and I’m all 
like ‘What does she look like?’ It bugged me 
a little bit that | couldn't see her, but the guys 
filled me in,” he said. 

He isn’t discouraged, though. 

“Hove life. People say they’re high on life. 
I guess I’m high on life. Life only sucks if you 
make it that way.” 

Kershner misses the simple things about 
being able to see. 

“It’s going to sound cheesy, but at my 
mom's house; she has a patio. | remember 
sitting out there in the summertime with 
my friends having a few beers and seeing 
lightning bugs. Seeing a little streak of light. 
Secing a little butt light up.

What musical artist can claim her 
album - not even intended for public release 
- would be nominated for the prestigious 
Shortlist Music Prize for underrated 
albums? An artist who skipped college, 
starred in a Canadian hip-hop band, made 
it big in New Orleans __ 
and whose vocals are 
often compared .to 
Billie Holiday’s, this 
musical chameleon is 
none other than Jolie 
Holland. 

Holland was born 
and raised in Houston, 
Texas, but her accent 
remains true to a 
Southern California 
girl, befitting of her 
residence there since 
1996. Holland, a self- 
taught musician, plays 
fiddle, ukulele, guitar 
and piano. Thismusical ® 
prodigy learned her 
first instrument, a 
miniature piano, and 
wrote her first song at 
the age of six. She boasts being a driven 
poet from age seven, and her parents recall 
that she would write as if she were in a 
trance. 

Once mastering the art of the guitar at 
14, she started performing two years later. 
The influences of poets Dylan Thomas and 
William Blake are apparent in Holland's 


lucid songs. Her musical style is familiar to 
the music of “O Brother, Where Art Thou?” 
She skillfully combines blues, folk, jazz and 
pop into lyrics she compares to a home- 
cooked meal. 

To date, she has released two albums, 
Catalpa and Escondida. 

Catalpa was Holland’s first album, and 
was originally not going to be released. 
This is apparent, due 
to areas where she will 
randomly clear her 
throat and miss a note 
and also noticeable 
with the questionable 
™ production quality. 

) But all this lends itself 
to be viewed as heart- 
warming and endearing 
not just as a sloppy 
recording. 

Escondida has been 
described as “a meatier 
affair.” Holland exhibits 
more polished singing 
and a fuller sound from 
a backing band with 
jazz, blues and even 
gospel influences. None 
of this is to say that it’s 
slick or over-produced. 
That is simply not her style. Holland says 
many of the songs were unrehearsed and 
recorded in one take.
